Fund Of $25,000 Will 
Be Spent For Repair

The Morgan County Board of Rev­ 
enue will be in session Monday for the 
purpose of receiving bids for repair 
work to be done on county roads al­ 
ready constructed.

Watson-Parker 
railway 
labor 
act, 
abolishing the railroad labor board 
and substituting a new system of 
handling railway labor disputes, was 
signed by President Coolidge. 
In a public statement he described 
the new law as lodging a “far larger 
measure of responsibility for amica­ 
ble relations upon the industry, it­ 
self.” He added, however, that the 
provisions for adjustment of problems 
within the industry, without interven­ 
tion of the government, does not im­ 
ply- “that the railways have, by un 
dertaking this self government, in the 
smallest measure, relieve themselves 
Of their responsibility to the public at 
large, but rather they have increased 
their responsibility by virtue of the 
self government which this act im­ 
poses upon them, 
“I have come to the conclusion that 
the plan in this act should be tried,” 
he said, 
"I should have preferred 
some more definite declaration for 
the possible protection of the public, 
but should the operation of the plan 
demonstrate that such protection is 
given, it can easily be supplied by a 
future congress.”

Mr. Harnett urges a more careful 
examination of those who apply for permits and a 
wider authority on the part of traffic officials to 
revoke péfmit* already granted. 
Mr. McAdoo de­ 
clares that the suspension and revocation of operators’ 
permits is the greatest of all deterrents on the reck­ 
less driver, asserting that the average motorist would 
rather pay a heavy fine or go to jell than lose hi* 
permit. 
Theee opinion*, coming as they do, from men who 
have had much experience in the handling of traffic 
in the largest city of the United States, are certainly 
deserving of thorough study and serious consideration, 
If more authority is needed by those charged with 
the work of examining applicants for drivers' per­ 
mita in order to insure the public against the perils 
of reckless driving, and the danger that lies in in­ 
competence, it should be given immediately.—Wash­ 
ington Post.

It would seem that Mr. McAdoo is correct in stating 
that there is a great hardship placed upon the shoulders 
of the reckless driver when a permit for driving la taken 
away. Moat people do not mind paying fines, it is merely 
the passing of money that may he recouped within the

quering the art of terpsichore ? 
The coach gets the re­ 
sult, the athlete gets in trim, that’s jazzing up athletics. 
The Daily is of the opinion that if studies can be jazzed 
up to the point that students will place two hours a day 
in quiet concentration in books then Professor Newlin 
should be handed the laurel. 
Too few of our boys ant: 
girls ever think about college in a light other than & 
good place to loaf, a splendid opportunity to spend money, 
the last obligation that the parents owe them, before they 
take to the broad road of life and experience. 
Just what fids “jazzing up” is going to be is too far ir 
advance for us to fathom, yet we do know that the prin­ 
cipal thought of 75 per cent of boys and girls at college 
does not rest within the boundary of A grades. 
They 
think of a passing grade, just absorb enough to get by, 
go to the dance, live like the others do and enjoy a bit oí 
Bohemian freedom so far as they dare. 
College is still 
college where restrictions are placed, college is not college 
in nine cases out of ten where the student is left as his 
own boss or managr. 
, 
Of course a great deal of the failures in college are due 
to the ever increasing numbers entering coliége each fait. 
Of this number, however, of a class of perhaps 400 fresh­ 
men, it is likely that nearly 100 will emerge with the 
coveted sheepskin. Some few drop out because of financ­ 
ial embarrassment, others with illness, the majority witb 
low grades. 
While there are some parents who sent son 
and daughter to school to get rid of them, there are thous­ 
ands of other parents who are saving and sacrificing to 
give the child a fair start m life. The case is rare when 
a child takes to the toil of learning as rapidly as father 
and mother take to self denial... 
If Professor Newlin can bring about a practical sug­ 
gestion to add to his theory it is likely that heads will be 
developed as rapidly as feet in college. 
Right now, how­ 
ever, students have the thing upside down, the vast class 
of students who do not take to either athletics or study. 
They dance, they play, they week-end, any diversion to 
keep away from study and father and mother pay the bill. 
This college habit is something that grips every parent, 
he or she seems to think that the protege is given a dis­ 
tinction in entering univepity and such condition used 
to be true. 
Today, however, everybody is going, to col 
lege, but everybody is not Studying at college, and a great 
many would be better off at home earning a living. 
Arthur Brisbane was not altogether wrong, or soured, 
when he said thdt the college boy who went away and 
Rah-Rahed for four years, usually returned to find that 
he was four years behind the procession. 
Simply going 
to college does not mean that thére will be anything added 
in the head, the same results, without the experience 
could be obtained at home though it is futile to believe 
that anyone is going to study at home without the regu 
lation of a professor. 
If Newlin can offer a means for making collegians 
study he has done a nobler work than all his predecessors. 
He will be making ’em drink after they get to the water­ 
ing trough, others have not been able to do that thus far.
